RUSKIN. 

’ Give of the greatest and most in¬ 
teresting of living men is John 
Kuakin of Brantwood, England. 
He was eighty years old on the 8th 
of February, 1899. His eigthieth 
birthday was made the occasion 
for a most demonstrative expres¬ 
sion of affectionate recogniton by 
the English and American prets 
and by eminent literary characters 
personally. It appears thnt the 
young men of thirty or forty years 
ago took their period of Ruskin as 
universally as they took any other 
part of their intellectual and moral 
training. So it has come about 
that it would be hard to find any 
innun of our times who has exer¬ 
cised so potent an influence for art 
as an expression of truth and 
righteousness. 

HiB mother was a highly accom¬ 
plished lady, nnd wns imbued with 
the impression that her son should 
begin his iutellectual training with 
the Bible, nhd so he waa a Bible 
student at his mother’s knee. 

Thomas Carlyle, the fiery propb r 
etic genius of the 19th century, 
thus Bpoke of Ruskin: “No other 
man in Englnnd that I meet has 
in him the divine rage against in¬ 
iquity, falsity, and baseness, thnt 
Ruskin hue, nnd every mati ought 
to have.” 

An eminent writer after review- 
iug Ruskin s pamphlets, said: The 
drift of all of Ruskiu's preachiug 
is a protest against materialism in 
ourselves, impurity in our studies 
ami drain s, aad selfishness iu our 
cofufhct towards our fellows. 

Tho lie is living in virtual re¬ 
tirement. he works as industrious¬ 
ly as bis strength permits and 
practices his theory of life that he 
gave to the world long ;ago in one 
of his most memorable sayings: ‘ I 
have a theory of life which it 
seems to ffie impossible as a ration¬ 
al being to bp altogether without, 
namely, that we are sent into the 
world to lie of such use to each 
other as we can." 

Thus his old age is a gentle, 
quiet, but not uuiutellectunl set¬ 
ting of. the sun of life’s a day 
which has filled the student world 
with its light.
